Judge Eve Preparing To Carry Out 
Court Decision. 

Augusta, Ga., December 11.—(8Special.)— 
Judge W. F. Eve, commissioner of roads 
and revenues for Richmond county, has 
set on foot the litigation necessary to 
carry out the rulings of the supreme 
court decision that the express and tele- 
phone companies are liable for state and 
county taxes since 1877.

Chicago's Sanity Canal Is Fully 
Discussed, 


NATIONAL AID MAY BE ASKED 


Waterway May Yet Be Used for Nav- 
igation Which Will Prove a 
Great Advantage to Both 
of the Great 
Cities. 


Washington, December 11.—The . mctits 
of the project for connecting the Missis- 
s'ppi river and the great lakes by way of 
the Chicago sanitary canal were consid- 
erer at a special meeting of the river and 
harbor committee held tonight. The 
main purpose was to hear from a number 


of Chicago and Illinois men, members of 


the IIlinois Valley Association, who have 
been identified with the sanitary canal 
project, including Lyman E. Cooley, the 
eminent engineer; Colonel Isaac Taylor. 
of Peoria: Frank Wenter, of the board 
of trustees of the. ganitazy eanal, and 
| Henry Mayo, of Ottawa, Ill. The mer- 
chants exchange, of St. T.ouis, was rep- 
revented by H. R. Whitmore. Senator 
Cullom and Senaton Mason, of jiljnois, 
and the entire Illinois delegation in the 
house of representatives, were % ‘pres- 
ant, the senasere and some of the wen- 
bers.making addresses after the technical 
branches of the subject rad been pre- 
sented. ut 3 

Colonel Taylor said it was not asked 
that at this time congress take up the 
werk, but that a survey be made by gov- 
ernment engineers to serve as an intel- 
ligent basis for considering the entire 
subject. 

Mr. Cooley set farth the engineering 
feature of the project. He said the water- 
way not only would serve for navigation, 
but also would develop horse power 
worth twenty million dollars anually. He 
maintained that a waterway connecting 
Chicago and St. Louis would bo justified 
even without the Mississippi river, owing 
to the enormous commercial development 
it would bring about. He spoke also of 
the ultimate developments of extensive 
navigation, chiefly by barges between the 
lakes and the Gulf of Mexico. 

Mr. Mayo, of Ottawa, III., said the state 
had kept in mind the construction ot 
such a great waterway and when the gan- 
itary canal was projected distinct provis- 
don was made to have it conform to the 
general system which the state desired 
to carry out in the future. Chicago did 
not then or now seek to unload anything. 
On the contrary, the state imposed condi- 
tions on Chicago, an expense of 
$10,000,000 in order that the plans for 
future navigation might be carried out. 

Mr. Wenter, of the board of trustees 
of the sanitary canal, said that when 
the question had been presented to the 


‘| people of Chicago, they had always rais- 


ed their voice for a waterway which 
should be not only for the disposal of 
sewage, but also for navigation, and 
the people had invariably assented to 
taxation for the full realization of the 
commercial project. Chicago, having 
done her full share, it was eminently 
proper at the federal government 
should @ survey for that link in 
the waterway which was distinctly na- 
tional in scope.

Against Appropriation. 
MEANS A VICTORY FOR THE TECH 


Committee Is Expected To Have a 
Lively Time Over Salary of 
the Special Attorney.

that feature of the bill as he signified 
his intention of doing so last night. 

Senators McAfee and Swift, of the com- 
mittee, both did valiant work for the ap- 
propriation. Senator Stone also support- 


ed the appropriation and Senator Orant- 


land, who fs chairman of the commitee, 
left the chair to speak for the appro- 
priation. 

While the action of the committee is, 
of course, not final, it is certain the fea- 
ture of the bill giving the money to the 
Tech will go back to the senate with the 
recommendation that it do pass. The 
whole bill was taken up item by item and 
each one considered by the committee. 

Only one change was made in the bill 
last night as it came from the house, 
end that was in the salary of the state 
lidrarian. The house appropr ted $1.300 
for this purpose and the senate commit- 
tee last night decided to recommend to 
the renate thit is be charged to $1,500. 

The sestion of the bill making the ral- 
ary of the srcecial attorney for the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad $1,000 and ths 
item, fixing the salaries of the railroad 
commissioners at $2,500, were not acted 
on last night. 

Senator Bush made a fight on the 
amount of pay for the secretary of the 
senate, but the committee did not alter 
the amount.

Henry Evans Sent a Bullet Into Scl 
Morria’s Brain. 


WOUNDED YOUTH WILL DIE 


Bvans Is Locked Up and May Be 
Held on Murder Charge—He 
Claims It Was Accidental. 


When Henry Evans, a negro boy, 
jerked a pistol fiom hie pocket at High- 
tower's box factory yesterduy about 1 
o'clock he may or may not have intended 
doing harm, but he sent a bullet into the 
brain of Sol Morris, another negro youth.

The Next Meeting Will Probably Be 
Held at Warm Springs, But 
No Decision Was Made. 


A meeting of the executive committee 
of the Georgia State Rar Association was 
held at the office of its chairman, Burton 
Smith, Temple court, yesterday morn- 
ing. There were present besides the 
chairman, Attorney General Terrell. 
Judge Loyd Cleveland, Orville Park and 
Boling Whitficld. Colonel A. R. Law- 
ton, who is a member of the committee, 
was unavoidably absent. 

The committee discussed places of 
meeting for next year and are consider- 
ing a number of leading summer resorts. | 
It is probable. the meeting will be held 

at Warm Springs, where the meetings 
have been very successfully held for 
many years past.

Thd retting of peaches and plums 
which has been so prevalent in Georgia 
the past season is found to be due to the 
action of @ specific fungus, the monilia 
fructigena, This disease is designated 
as brown rot, owing to the brown, rotten 
appearance of Infested fruit. Brown rot 
in orchards is, during ordinary seasons, 
not particularly severe, and the serious- 
ness ot the disease the past season js 
aue mostly te the excessive rains during 
June and early Jujy. At this time, as 
the fruit begins to ripen more or léus, it 
is very susceptible to attack, and when 
unusual rains or cloudy and damp 
weather occur during the ripening period, 
the rotting of fruit from brown rot is 
tikely to be Considerable. These weather 
conditions simply furnish unusually fa- 
vorable conditions for the development 
and spread of the disease, and ita seri- 
ousness depends largely on the amount 
of precipitation and the humidity and 
température of the air. For these ren- 
sons Many have supposed that the rotting 
of fruit was caused by the excessive 
rains, but such is not the case. Although 
the rains might be excessive, thére could 
De no brown rot on the fruit unless the 
brown rot fungus were present. 

The disease is propagated, during the 
summer, by myriads of epores which are 
produced on the surface of the infested 
fruit forming an a¥h-gray mold. The 
spores are blown, Or washed by the rains 
here and there in the orchard. some of 
which, falling on the fruit, soon develop 


the brown rot. An infested fruit either | 
‘falls to, the around of remains hanging 


on the tree and eventually becomes quite 
shriveled and dry. In this dried up it 
the fungus passes the winter and at the 
approach of the warm moist weather of 
spring again becomes active and pro- 
ducea myriads of spores, which gerves 
to reinfest the bloom, or later the fruit. 
The unusual amount of loss form the 
rotting of fruit en route to market must 
be attributed largely to this disease, The 


frult leaves the orchards more or lees 
generally infested with the spores of the 
brown rot fungus, which, during transit, 
or later, develop disease.

Since the rotting ef fruit ig due to a 
specific fungus disease, the guesation of 
preventing loss depends on the employ- 
ment of some method or methods which 
will keep the trouble in check. For this 
purpose nothing has proven to‘be of more 
value than bordéauz mixture sprayed on 
the trees and fruit. The formula of bor- 
Geaux mixture best suited for peaches 
and plums is as follows:

If used of this strength but little, if 
any, injury will result to the foliage. 
Under Georgia conditions at least four 
sprayings are recommended to secure the 
greatest freedom from rot as follows: 
1. Spray with bordeaux: just before 
blossoming. 

2. Spray with bordeaux as soon as 
bloom has entirely dropped, adding two 
eunces of paris green for each fifty gal- 
Joos of water. 

4. Spray with bordeaux ten days or two 
weeks before time of coloring. 

4 Spray with copper acetate when fruit 
begins to colof. 

The spraying to be effective must be 
done thoroughly, and especial effort 
should be made to get the fungicide unt 
tormiy over the fruit. ely 

Of almost equal importance to spray- 
ing is the removal of the dried up fruit 
of “mummies” hanging on the trees or 
on the ground, for it is in these that the 
fungus, for the most part, passes the Win- 
ter. On the trées and ground throughout 
Georgia orchards this winter there is a 
very large number of these “hold-overs,” 
whicr should certainly all be removed 
and destroyed before spring, thus great- 
ly lessening the sources of infection next 
year. | 

@everal of our large orchardists in 
Georgia have been able this year to prac- 
tically prevent loss from brown rot by 
use of bordeaux mixture, and the value 
of auch treatment cafi no longer be ques- 
tioned. At the Experiment Station ‘t 
has been possible to save, even under 
very adverse conditions, from 4 to & 
per cent of peaches by from two to five 
sprayings.

Letter Carriers Will dt Free Trans- 
portation on Transit Line—Pilan

A deal has been consumméted between 
the government and the Atlanta Rapid 
Transit Company, whereby the Atlanta 
msi] carriers will be given free transpor- 
tation on all of the lines of that com- 
pany.
